WELCOME  to  our  third  fixed  price  list  of  Official  Inaugural  Medals  and  our  twenty  third  Token  and  Medal  mail  auction!  We 
are  mailing  over  3,000  copies  of  this  list  and  since  many  of  you  will  be  receiving  it  for  the  first  time,  a few  words  of 
introduction  are  in  order. 

PRESIDENTIAL  is  the  acknowledged  leader  in  the  inaugural  medal  field.  Our  sales  of  the  1909  gold  Taft-Sherman  for 
$15,000  and  the  1917  gold  Wilson  for  $17,500  have  received  the  most  publicity,  but  we  have  also  more  quietly  sold  at  least 
two  each  of  the  1905  FDR  by  Tiffany,  the  1921  Harding  and  the  1925  Coolidge.  In  addition  to  those  rare  bronze  medals,  we 
have  also  sold  excessively  rare  specimens  in  silver  of  the  1901  McKinley,  1933  FDR,  1937  FDR  and  1949  Truman.  We  are,  in 
short,  the  people  to  come  to  when  you  want  Official  Inaugural  Medals. 

Spurred  on  by  the  recent  Carter  inauguration  and  the  two  new  books  by  Neil  MacNeil  and  Richard  Dusterberg,  the  inaugural 
medal  market  is  quite  strong.  New  inaugural  medal  collectors  tend  to  work  back  chronologically  and  the  current  demand 
seems  to  be  centering  on  the  1949-1965  issues.  If  there  is  a weak  spot  in  the  market  it  is  with  the  Fod  and  Rockefeller  gold 
issues.  The  $200  issue  price  of  the  Carter  inaugural  seems  to  have  put  a damper  on  the  saleability  of  these  older  gold  medals 
which  were  issued  in  the  $400  range.  Our  new  prices  reflect  this. 

For  those  of  you  who  own  neither  of  the  two  leading  books  on  these  medals,  1 strongly  suggest  that  you  purchase  at  least  one 
of  them.  The  MacNeil  book  is  the  magnus  opus  on  the  subject.  It  is  160  pages  of  well  researched  information  starting  with  the 
inaugural  momentoes  of  George  Washington  and  ending  with  the  current  Carter  medal.  Dick  Dusterberg’s  second  edition  of 
his  standard  work  contains  expanded  material  on  each  medal  and  a helpful  price  guide.  It  is  interesting  and  instructive  to 
compare  the  price  guides  of  the  two  editions  and  note  the  dramatic  increases  in  most  of  the  medals. 

PRESIDENTIAL’S  mail  auctions  are  among  the  most  established  in  the  field.  We  hold  no  more  than  three  per  year,  preferring 
to  concentrate  on  quality  rather  than  quantity.  We  are  in  the  process  of  purchasing  the  inventory  of  Dorg4  (Doris  and  George 
Fuld)  and  so  expect  our  next  few  sales  to  be  even  more  attractive  than  usual.  As  much  as  I am  enjoying  buying  all  of  the  nice 
Fuld  material,  this  has  been  a bitter-sweet  experience.  The  token  and  medal  business  without  George  and  Doris  as  friendly 
competitors  simply  won’t  be  the  same.  More  importantly,  the  collector  will  be  losing  an  important  source  of  material  and 
information.  We  all  hope  that  this  will  be  a vacation  rather  than  a final  move.

These  badges  are  official  Metropolitan  D.C.  Police  shields 
issued  for  duty  only  during  the  inauguration.  The  practice 
started  at  the  1937  inaugural  and  continues  to  this  date.  In 
1945  no  badge  was  issued  because  the  ceremony  was  not 
public.  These  badges  are  among  the  most  difficult  of  all 
inaugural  items  to  obtain  as  the  policeman  to  whom  it  is 
issued  usually  considers  it  a prize  possession.  We  recently 
purchased  a small  collection  and  so  can  offer  the  following.
